Counsumption of Corn in Eungiland.
[From Mr. Wiodom's Report. |

Mr. R moner said : The consumption of corn
in Kogland is increasipg enormuusly. So much
so that many farwers turo their atteotion to
raisivg wheat, and even buy coro from America
or from the Daoube for consumption oo their
owo farms to fattao cattle, for it is not yet used
tor huwan food. A very little io lreland, per-
haps, but wot at all in Koglaod. In Eogland
up Lo reesut years corn was scaroely used at all,
but bas ivercased in cousumption muoh. The
Loudon Quwpibus Compaoy bave aubout eight
thousapd horses, aod they have always fed
thew on oals, there being a preju lice io their
favor, but if oats are dear the compauy pays
oo dividend, the consumption i8 S0 eDOrWOUS,
Some years ago they turned their atteation to
¢orn. and it answers admirably. It saved them
£16,000 in one year, because the corn was
chieap, or about $80,000. This they saved in
the single item of leed wo their horses, but thut
was chietly io Awericao corn and durivg a year
wheu it was very low. Coru is alsv bow great-
ly used io distilliog, starch waukir g, sud espe-
cially iv feediog togs. Ifcoru could be s2ut
to Kogluod a little eheaper there is oo liwit to
the covsumption ot it. One reason of that is
the chuuge in the articles of food amovug the
Eoelish popuiatiod. They vow coosuwe,
suppose, three or four tiwmes us much ani ¢
foolt as twenly years ago. 1T'he babits of the
people bhave changed, For the last tew or
twelve years we'san ot afford to pack beel
in Kogluod. 1 suppose for fifteca years, oor for
20 years, cau we affurd to pack pork, because
the price of the ITésh meat is so laree, the pop-
ulstion beiog large and the couatry very swall,
and it ie difficalt to export tresh beet trow
Ameriea, but salt provisions can be exported.
A large consumptioo of apimal food bas ereated
in Boglavd av 1mwmense demnod for teeding
stuffs, especially for corn, which bias becowe a
fuvorite. I thivk that iv England the con-
suw ption of eofn is about SU,000,00U bush:ls a
year, a were trifle. 1 have no doubt it cou'd
be quadrupled 1l corn were Lo come down sowe-
thiug in price, for oorp is the cheapest feeding
cerenl we have. Turpips are cheaper, but do
pot answer all the purposes, of cvurse.  1f corn
was cheaper still, it wouid supersede the bariey
snd oats, which are used to a certaio extent.
